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Teaching is hard work. Teachers face long hours (with no overtime), growing class sizes, and relatively low pay, compared with
other jobs that require similar levels of education and training. But not all states are created equal, when it comes to how easy it is
to teach.

In an effort to support educators, and draw attention to the states that need improvement as well as the ones that are doing well,
WalletHub recently released their list of the best and worst states for teachers in 2016. They analyzed data obtained across 16 key

metrics for 50 states and the District of Columbia to determine their rankings. Let's take closer look at the states that were

determined to be the worst for teachers.

1. Hawaii

Total Score: 22.22

Job Opportunity and Competition Rank: 51 of 51

Academic and Work Environment Rank: 47 of 51

The state of Hawaii might be a great place to visit, but it could be a pretty
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difficult place to live and work as a teacher. With a total score of 22.22, it is
ranked dead last on this list by quite a lot. Hawaii's teachers are paid less than
any other state, when salaries are adjusted for cost of living, which helped to land them in the last spot for the job opportunity and

competition ranking as well as for the entire study.
